FDA and EPA Launch New Attacks on 
Use of Feed Additives, Pesticides, 
Careless Use Blamed for Problems 

Government Rgoncins concerned l Users u f tojuijjJieiiM 
with agricultural and other rhemiculs 
appeared to be Intensifying their op- 
position to food additives and pesticides 
recently and with threats to ban somo 
additional products which have been 
widely used for many years.

FROM PAGE l) 
slaughter without fallowing the proper 
withdrawal time for the sulfa drugs. 
Feed mlxups or animal mix ups which 
allow animats to consume medicated 
feed right up to marketing. Failure to 
clean feeders, mixing equipment and 
feed bins prior to adding non-medic a ted 


feed and swine marketing practices not 
conducive to withdrawing tho drug at 
Lho proper time, such as selling hogs 
when the market takes an upturn, even 
though those hogs have been consum- 
ing medicated feed." 

Cozier related proposed actions such 
extended withdrawal periods for 
sulfa drugs, more vigorous followup In- 
spections and prosecution of violators.

Kennedy's plan to halt the use of an- 
tibiotics as a feed additive in sub 
therapeutic amounts and to allow use of 
these drugs only on a veterinary's 
prescription, has been received cooiy 
by the vets. Veterinarians say the mat- 
ter of prescribing antibiotics will In- 
crease their responsibilities and 
.liabilities and this procedure would be 
hard to police. There is also the matter 
of a scarcity of vets In many sect inns of 
the country which would pose prohioms 
for livestock producers who need the 
drugs. 

It is obvious that the FDA. undor 
guidance of Dr. Kennedy, has no inten- 
tion of relaxing their r ‘cliemiui] war- 
fare" against drugs, pesticides and in- 
secticides which tlioy suspect might bn 
harmful, even though the product has 
not proven to be hazardous. It is also 
obvious that President Carter is fully 
informed of these moves and is backing 
thorn. 

An example of how the FDA is 
fighting back at critics surfaced this 
week in the matter of the proposed ban 
on saccharin. FDA counterattacked op- 
ponents of the ban by coming up wiLh 
another convenient Canadian sLudy 
which claimed to have illustrated that a 
percentage of men, who developed blad- 
der cancer, had also been users of the 
artificial sweetner, although com- 
parable questionnaires on women failed 
to 9how similar results. The saccharin 
ban had been opposed by Sen. Ted Ken- 
j nedy, who had suggested an 18-month 
delay until more definitive tests could 
be made under U.S. supervision. The 
“new" Canadian "proof was rushed by 
Dr. Kennedy to Senator Kennedy to try 
to stall congressional action. 

There can be no doubt, the battle has 
been joined between chemical manufnc-
